Halifax Regional Police 
have released the name 
of the woman whose 
death they are continuing 
to treat as suspicious. 

Police say Roxanne 
Page, a 49-year-old from 
Dartmouth, was found 
dead at an apartment on 
Roleilca Drive Saturday 
morning by someone who 
went to visit her. 

An autopsy was 
conducted yesterday, but 
police say the cause of 
death won’t be 
determined until addition¬ 
al tests are conducted. 

An injured man was also 
found at the apartment. 
According to police 
spokesman Const. Brian 
Palmeter, he was arrested 
and taken to hospital to be 
treated for “self-inflicted 
wounds.” 

The man is in hospital 
with what are believed to 
be non-life-threatening in¬ 
juries, but Palmeter said 
he’s no longer in custody. 
Page was the lone resident 
of the apartment, Palme¬ 
ter added.

New central library expected to be announced today

Halifax Regional Munici¬ 
pality Mayor Peter Kelly 
is calling it a “milestone 
for the community.” 

Halifax is set to cash-in 
this morning as all three 
levels of government will 
be on hand for what is be¬ 
ing dubbed a major infra¬ 
structure announcement 
at the Spring Garden 
Road Memorial Public Li¬ 
brary at 9 a.m. 

A new central libraiy 
for Halifax is widely ex¬ 
pected to be the big news 
coming from the morn¬ 
ing media conference, 
featuring federal Minis¬ 
ter of Transportation and 
Infrastructure John Baird, 


Premier Darrell Dexter 
and Kelly. 

“All I can say is the de¬ 
tails are being worked 
out as we speak,” Kelly 
said yesterday, refusing 
to talk specifically about 
what is being announced. 
“We’ll have the details 
hopefully by (this morn¬ 
ing).” 

“It’s probably a good 
hint,” he added when 
asked if people should 
draw their own conclu¬ 
sions based on where the 
event is taking place. 

In April, the municipal¬ 
ity listed a new down¬ 
town Halifax library as 
one of the “shovel-ready” 
projects they wanted to 
see get funding from the 
federal government and 
its money-rich Building 


Canada Fund. 

The price tag of a new 
library would be in the 
tens of millions of dol¬ 
lars. 

“A lot of work and dis¬ 
cussions have taken place 
over the last few 
months,” Kelly said in ref¬ 
erence to the announce¬ 
ment. 

“About five weeks ago I 
was in Ottawa to meet 
with Minister (Peter) 
MacKay and Minister 
Baird on many issues of 
infrastructure and pro¬ 
grams. This (announce¬ 


ment) was also one of 
them at that time.” 

The Spring Garden 
Road library was built in 
1951. At 38,000 square 
feet and with over 
228,000 titles, it remains 
the largest branch in the 
region. 

But the building has 
been experiencing prob¬ 
lems in recent years, in¬ 
cluding mould and forced 
shutdowns this summer 
due to extreme heat, 
leading to a lot of talk 
about the need for it to 
be replaced.

Mitchelmore, a 29-year- 
old from Glen Haven, was 
scheduled to have a six- 
week trial on the two mur¬ 
der charges starting Nov. 2, 
but pleaded guilty to both 
counts in Nova Scotia 
Supreme Court in Halifax 
Friday morning. 


Mitchelmore pleaded 
guilty to the killings of 
Adam Eisenhauer, 26, of 
Glen Haven, and Tyler 
Sampson, 25, of Boutiliers 
Point. The bodies of Samp¬ 
son and Eisenhauer were 
discovered Aug. 14, 2005. 

A delivery driver found 
Sampson unconscious on 
the street in front of Eisen- 
hauer’s house at 41 Tanner 
Frederick Rd. 

Sampson died on the 
way to hospital, while 


Eisenhauer was later found 
dead in his house. Police 
have not said how the two 
men were killed. 

Mitchelmore is sched¬ 
uled to be sentenced in 
late November. A second- 
degree murder conviction 
carries with it an automat¬ 
ic life sentence, with the 
presiding judge to deter¬ 
mine parole eligibility.

Inquiry to 
probe man’s 
treatment 

Lawyer will ask why Taser victim 
didn’t receive psych assessment 


An inquiry that resumes 
today into the death of a 
mentally ill man who was 
repeatedly Tasered by Hal¬ 
ifax Regional Police will 
turn to the final hours of 
his life and the central 
question of why he didn't 
receive a doctor-ordered 
psychiatric assessment, a 
lawyer for the man's fami¬ 
ly says. 

Kevin MacDonald said 
the hearing into the 2007 
death of Howard Hyde will 
look at how the 45-year-old 
paranoid schizophrenic 
was treated by the court 
system and 
guards at a 
correctional 
facility 
where he 
died 30 
hours after 
police 
stunned Howard 
him up to Hyde 
five times. 

The hearing, which be¬ 
gan in July and has been 
on hiatus since mid-Au¬ 
gust, will focus on what 
happened to Hyde after he 
was released from hospital 
following the Tasering and 
sent to the Central Nova 
Scotia Correctional Facili¬ 
ty, where he collapsed af¬ 
ter struggling with guards. 

MacDonald said he will 
show that Hyde, a musi¬ 
cian who had several earli¬ 
er run-ins with police, did¬ 
n’t undergo a mental 
health evaluation despite 
widespread recognition 
that he had a psychiatric 
illness and had been off his 
medications for weeks.

the treatment of people 
with mental illness, and it 
was surprising that every¬ 
one appeared to recognize 
that Mr. Hyde had a mental 
illness and was displaying 
signs of mental illness, but 
no one was prepared to 
take any steps to get him 
any help,” MacDonald, 
who represents Hyde’s sis¬ 
ter and brother-in-law, said 
in an interview. 

“There seemed to be a 
system breakdown at every 
step of the way and there 
didn’t seem to be any 
checks for him.” 

The probe is expected to 
resume with testimony 
from the Crown prosecu¬ 
tor who handled Hyde’s 
case and from health 
workers at the correctional 
facility. 

A coroner listed the 
cause of death as excited 
delirium stemming from 
paranoid schizophrenia.

Tina Thibeau Foley says 
she doesn’t want a grave¬ 
stone to be the only thing 
her nine-month-old son 
Tyson remembers about 
his big sister. 

The Thibeau Foleys lost 
their first child, Micheline, 
at 23 weeks gestation, and 
were one of dozens of fami¬ 
lies who participated in the 
first annual Walk to Re¬ 
member at the IWK Health 
Centre yesterday. 

“I did not want to take 
(Tyson) to a cemeteiy,” said 
Thibeau Foley, who spear¬ 
headed the organizing com¬ 
mittee for the memorial 
event. “I wanted to take 
him to something uplifting. 
I want him, eveiy year, to 
remember that he had a big 
sister.” 

About 300 people who 
have suffered the loss of a 
fetus or a newborn infant 
turned up for the walk, 
chatting and holding hands 
as they wound their way 
through the streets sur¬ 
rounding the hospital. 

On every jacket or 
sweater, a small tag was 
pinned bearing the name of 
a child being remembered. 
Many parents brought older 
or younger siblings along, 
pushing carriages or hoist¬ 
ing the children onto their 
shoulders.

fledgling NDP government 
appears to be steeling itself 
for a prolonged season of 
labour unrest. 

In what could be its first 
big political test since it was 
elected in June, Premier 
Darrell Dexter’s govern¬ 
ment has taken a hard line 
with college faculty and 
staff as it gets ready to deal 
with the expired contracts 
of thousands of public sec¬ 
tor workers in the coming 
months. 

It has offered a one-per¬ 
cent increase and placed 
conditions on a union offer 
to take the dispute to bind¬ 
ing arbitration, which effec¬ 
tively short-circuited that 
option. 

Last week, more than 200 
workers represented by the 
Nova Scotia Teachers’ 
Union rallied outside the 
legislature to voice their dis¬ 
pleasure with the govern¬ 
ment’s handling of the 
lengthy contract dispute. 

Jeff MacLeod, a political 
scientist at Mount Saint Vin¬ 
cent University, said he be¬ 
lieves the tough approach is 
a smart political move, at 
least in the short-term. 

MacLeod said the govern¬ 
ment is trying to “insulate 
itself” from attacks that it is

“If it isn’t a party that’s 
seen to be NDP enough, if 
you will, then the major 
groups that have supported 
the NDP all these years may 
abandon it,” he said.

NSCC, you’ve got the King’s 
students,” he said of the 
five-day event, which kicks 
off tomorrow. “You’ve got 
this very broad range of 
people who are into all dif¬ 
ferent kinds of art and pop 
culture ... so naturally 
we’ve grown over time.” 

Mason said that the 
biggest change over the 
years, however, has been 
awareness of the festival. 

“Sponsors and govern¬ 
ment and the media know 
what we are,” Mason said. 
“People who were in college 
or even high school when 


we started ... now they’re 
actually the people who are 
decision makers in govern¬ 
ment, who are sponsors, 
who are writing in the me¬ 
dia. 

“We don’t have to explain 
what the hell we’re talking 
about over and over be¬ 
cause it’s an established 
thing ... we’ve made the 
case for 17 years about what 
we do,” he added. 

According to Mason, 
there will be a few “once in 
a lifetime” opportunities at 
this year’s festival to check 
out bands that wouldn’t 
normally come to Halifax. 
Those include New York’s 
Mates of State and Califor¬ 
nia’s Crystal Antlers.

Colorado sheriff says 'balloon boy' 
drama was hoax for unnamed TV show

The story that a Colorado 
boy had floated away in a 
giant helium balloon was a 
hoax concocted to land a 
reality TV show, 
authorities said yesterday, 
and the boy's parents will 
likely face felony charges. 

The stunt two weeks in 
the planning was a market¬ 
ing ploy by Richard and 
Mayumi Heene, who met in 
acting school in Hollywood 
and have appeared on the 
ABC reality show Wife 
Swap, Larimer County Sher¬ 
iff Jim Alderden said. The 
Heenes have reportedly 
been working on a reality 
TV deal in Los Angeles. 

Investigators are examin¬ 
ing the possibility of other 
conspirators, “including the 
possibility that even some of 
the media outlets may have 
had some knowledge about 
this,” Alderden said. 

Documents show that a 
media outlet has agreed to 
pay money to the Heenes 
with regards to the balloon 
incident, Alderden said. He 
didn’t name the media out¬ 
let, but said it was a show 
that blurs “the line between 
entertainment and news.” It 
wasn’t clear whether the 
deal was signed before or af¬ 
ter the hoax, or whether 
that media was possible con¬ 
spirator. 

The stunt temporarily 
shut down Denver Interna¬ 
tional Airport and caused 
the National Guard to 
scramble two helicopters in 
an attempt to rescue the 
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boy, who was believed to be 
inside the flying-saucer 
shaped homemade balloon 
that hurtled more than 80 
kilometres across two coun¬ 
ties. The parents weren’t un¬ 
der arrest, the sheriff said. 
He said he expected to rec¬ 


ommend charges of conspir¬ 
acy, contributing to the 
delinquency of a minor, 
making a false report to au¬ 
thorities and attempting to 
influence a public servant. 
Federal charges were also 
possible. During an inter¬ 
view on CNN Thursday 
night, Alderden said investi¬ 
gators had an “aha” mo¬ 
ment when Falcon turned to 
his dad and said what 
sounded like “you had said 
we did this for a show” 
when asked why he didn’t 
come out of his hiding place.

50 per cent mark needed 
to avoid a run-off. Much of 
the discussion in Kabul is 
said to be aimed at con¬ 
vincing Karzai to accept 
the findings of the Elec¬ 
toral Complaints Commis¬ 
sion, a five-member body 
headed by Ottawa native 
Grant Kippen. 

However, a run-off can¬ 
not be ordered without the 
consent of the Independ¬ 
ent Election Commission, 
which is heavily staffed 
with Karzai supporters.

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Scientists blown away 
by moon strike data 


NASA’s much-hyped mis¬ 
sion to hurl a spacecraft in¬ 
to the moon turned out 
some worthwhile data after 
all, scientists said. 

New images 
show a mile- 
high plume of 
lunar debris 
from the 
Cabeus crater 
shortly after the 
space agency’s 
Centaur rocket 
struck Oct. 9. 

“We were blown away by 
the data returned,” Antho¬ 
ny Colaprete, the mission’s 
chief scientist, said in a re¬ 
port Friday from the Ames 
Research Center in Moun¬ 
tain View, Calif., which 
managed the launch. “The 
team is working hard on 
the analysis, and the data 
appear to be of very high 


quality.” 

In media coverage after 
the impact, many observers 
said they were disappoint¬ 
ed at the lack of spec¬ 
tacle. 

But scientists 
said the mission 
carried out 
“a scientific 


purpose, not to 
put on a fire¬ 
works display for 
the public,” said 
space consultant Alan 
Stern, a former NASA asso¬ 
ciate administrator for sci¬ 
ence. 

Finding significant 
amounts of water on the 
moon would be a major dis¬ 
covery, making eventual 
colonization easier than it 
would be if settlers had to 
transport water from Earth.

Recycling with bingo 

Retiree finds unique way to spread message 


Under the B, egg cartons. 
Under the G, margarine 
tubs. 

Residents of a 330-unit 
apartment building in 
Toronto hear that kind of 
call when they play Sharon 
Henry’s bingo game: Num¬ 
bers are replaced by items 
that go into Blue Boxes or 
Green Bins. 

It’s part of Heniy’s volun¬ 
teer effort to increase recy¬ 
cling in her community 
housing highrise, and it’s 
paying off: A year ago, the 
building filled six dump¬ 
sters of garbage each week. 
It’s down to four, now 
joined by three bins of re¬ 
cyclable Blue Box materials 
— papers, plastics, glass 
and metals — and another 
of organic wastes for com¬ 
posting. 

The 65-year-old retired

Now, thanks to the bin¬ 
gos as well as posters, 
meeting presentations — 
even door-to-door collec¬ 
tions — recycling comes 
more naturally. 

But she isn’t letting up. 

“We need a full-tilt boo¬ 
gie to get more spirit into it

er building and better envi¬ 
ronment. 

Heniy’s experience is in¬ 
structive, as Toronto pur¬ 
sues its own goal to divert 
70 per cent of all waste 
from landfill by the end of 
next year — without incin¬ 
eration.

highrise buildings and 
townhouses, where pro¬ 
moting recycling is espe¬ 
cially tough. 

The city “has one of the 
most comprehensive waste 
diversion programs in 
Canada,” says Heather Mar¬ 
shall, of the Toronto Envi¬ 
ronmental Alliance. “It’s 
probably the top one.” 

The program extends be¬ 
yond the regular Blue Box 
materials and Green Bin 
kitchen scraps. This fall, 
it’s expanding into curb- 
side pickup of household 
hazardous wastes and elec¬ 
tronic gear. 


But better results from 
multi-unit buildings are es¬ 
sential. Henry’s techniques 
might not be appropriate 
for all highrises. But the in¬ 
tensity of her effort must 
be replicated. 

So, for example, the city 
will experiment with a mo¬ 
bile collection service for 
electronic equipment, says 
Geoff Rathbone, who man¬ 
ages Toronto's program: A 
vehicle will visit highrises 
at set times, and residents 
will be invited to bring 
their discards down during 
the preceding hour. 

The need for highrise in¬ 
volvement is also a major 
reason Toronto lets Green 
Bin wastes be put out in 
plastic bags. The policy has 
generated criticism be¬ 
cause of the potential for 
slight contamination of the 
final compost and, until a 
buyer is found for the plas-

Small businesses are more 
than the thriving 
backbone of Canada’s 
economy — they are a tes¬ 
tament to the resourceful¬ 
ness and talent of an 
increasing number of 
Canadians. 

Defined by Industry 
Canada as business entities 
with fewer than 100 em¬ 
ployees, small businesses 
comprise about 98 per cent 
of all businesses in Canada, 
proof that entrepreneurs 
and the self-employed are 
a fundamental pillar of the 
Canadian economy. 

Still, running a small 
business can be challeng¬ 
ing even in the best of 
times. Statistics Canada fig¬ 
ures show that every year, 
roughly 150,000 new small 


businesses are started by 
Canadians and about 
130,000 close down. Less 
than three-quarters of 
small businesses survive 
their first year on average 
across the country, and on¬ 
ly about one-in-five survive 
until their ninth year. 
Numbers are lowest in At¬ 
lantic Canada, with only 
61 per cent of small busi¬ 
nesses surviving their first 
year, and 15 per cent sur¬ 
viving to their ninth year. 

Those numbers may 
scare even the brave, but 
with more than 2.35 mil¬ 
lion small businesses in op¬ 
eration throughout Cana¬ 
da, the overall state of 
small business in Canada 
appears healthy. 

The face of small busi¬ 
nesses ownership in Cana¬ 
da is also changing. While 
precise figures are hard to 
obtain, Statistics Canada

estimates 47 per cent of 
small and medium-sized 
businesses had at least 
some female ownership 
and about 38 per cent of 
such businesses were ma¬ 
jority owned by women. 
While women still obvi¬ 
ously lag behind men in 
businesses ownership, 
more women than men 
are starting their own busi¬ 
nesses, with the number of 
self-employed women hav¬ 
ing grown by 23 per cent 
in the last 10 years com¬ 
pared to 20 per cent 
growth for men. 

“There’s an increasing 


trend in terms of women 
owning their own busi¬ 
nesses,” said Michel Berg¬ 
eron, vice-president of cor¬ 
porate relations for the 
Business Development 
Bank of Canada. “They are 
the fastest-growing seg¬ 
ment of entrepreneurs.” 

Bergeron believes re¬ 
duced barriers to starting a 
business and the preva¬ 
lence of more female en¬ 
trepreneurs as role models 
have been big factors in 
the rise of women leaders 
of small business. 

Despite the recent reces¬ 
sion, small businesses in 
Canada have weathered 
the storm well, according 
to Ted Mallett, vice-presi¬ 
dent of research at the 
Canadian Federation of In¬ 
dependent Business. 

“Business bankruptcies 
did not increase during the 
recession. Small firms as a 


group came through rela¬ 
tively unscathed,” Mallett 
said. 

Most importantly, small 
businesses did not shed as 
many employees as larger 
firms did, preferring in¬ 
stead to offer employees 
creative solutions like half¬ 
days and part-time employ¬ 
ment in order to retain 
them for the eventual eco¬ 
nomic recovery. 

“Entrepreneurs were 
quite agile in adjusting to 


the economic environ¬ 
ment — they were re¬ 
silient from an employ¬ 
ment perspective,” Berg¬ 
eron said. 

Across Canada, 59 per 
cent of businesses are lo¬ 
cated in Ontario and Que¬ 
bec, roughly 35 per cent 
are located in the Western 
provinces, around 6 per 
cent are in Atlantic Cana¬ 
da, and only 0.3 per cent 
are in the Northern territo¬ 
ries.

Segan noted that in the 
United States, he knows of 
only one carrier that offers 
a prepaid BlackBerry for 
$50 a month with unlimit¬ 


ed talk and text, email and 
web browsing but con¬ 
sumers have to pay $450 
US up front for the phone. 

But in some countries, 
85 per cent of people have 
prepaid phones, he said.

Bias against Quebecers still 
exists in NHL, book claims 


hockey Bob Sirois is wad¬ 
ing into an old and unre¬ 
solved debate dating from 
the 1955 Rocket Richard 
Riot — whether there’s 
bias against French-Cana- 
dian players in the NHL. 

The former right-winger 
argues in a new book, “Le 
Quebec mis en echec: la 
discrimination envers les 
Quebecois dans le LNH” 
(Quebec bodycheclced: dis¬ 
crimination against Que¬ 
becers in the NHL), that 
prejudice is alive and well 
in the league. 

The publishers claim the 
book, to be launched to¬ 
morrow, presents the most 
substantive case ever re¬ 
leased on the difficulties 
faced by French-Canadian 
hockey players. 

But the former Philadel¬ 
phia Flyers and Washing¬ 
ton Capitals player doesn’t 
feed the controversy with 
oft-used anecdotes — the 
sanctions against the Mau¬ 
rice (Rocket) Richard by 
then NHL president 
Clarence Campbell, Mario 
Lemieux refusing to play 
for the Canadian Junior 
Team and alleged anti- 
French slurs by Shane 
Doan. 

Sirois instead attempts 
to demonstrate with stats 
and numbers that the 
hockey league’s managers 
don’t hold French-Canadi¬ 
an players in as high es-

teem as their anglophone 
peers. 

But the book doesn’t shy 
away from debate either — 
its cover shows a hockey 
playing frog facing down a 
bullish competitor. 

Sirois claims the only 
remedy for the alleged sys¬ 
tematic discrimination 
would be to offer fran¬ 
cophone players greater 
visibility through their 
own leagues. 

The book is written 
more for the serious hock¬ 
ey buff than the casual 
reader, the bulk of its 288 
pages filled with tables of 
stats and numbers that 
Sirois uses to back up his 
argument. 

“Recognizing discrimi¬ 
nation and highlighting its 
source are very important 
steps for us all, because 
discrimination is very pres¬ 
ent in the English-Canadi¬ 
an national hockey 
league,” he writes in the 
book’s final paragraph.

It's been a rough year of 
lay-offs and downsizing 
for a lot of Canadians.

of the year, but many can be 
lost or the details forgotten 
if simply kept in a shoebox 
filing system. As well, keep¬ 
ing track of income earned 
is vitally important to avoid 
any unpleasant surprises, 
given that income tax is no 
longer being deducted 
ahead of time. 

• Track all sources of in¬ 
come: Not only will it be 
necessaiy to pay the income 
tax bill employers once 
made deductions to cover, 
severance packages can 
push people into higher tax 
brackets, which in turn al¬ 
lows the CRA to demand a 
much larger chunk of any 
additional income earned. 
At the same time, those 


who’ve received Employ¬ 
ment Insurance payments 
at any point during the year 
could owe money — Hamel 
says El generally only with¬ 
holds 10 per cent for tax 
purposes, even though fed¬ 
eral tax rates start at 15 per 
cent. 

• Open a separate bank ac¬ 
count for tax liabilities: In 

addition to income taxes, 
those with self-employment 
income exceeding $30,000 a 
year will need to collect and 
remit GST to the govern¬ 
ment on a quarterly basis. 
“Cash flow can be an issue,” 
she says. “You need to make 
sure the money is there and 
ready to go if you have obli¬ 
gations.” A separate payroll 


account may also be needed 
if there are plans in place to 
hire staff for the business. 
• Get professional help: “It 

doesn’t hurt to sit down 
with a qualified accountant 
who specializes in small 
business to discuss general 
tax planning, severance, 
withholding tax or the need 
to pay,” says Golombelc. He 
adds that CanadaBusi- 
ness.ca is a good website for 
general information. “There 
are a lot of great resources 
available for business own¬ 
ers.”

New book examines how black female stars pushed racial boundaries 



Dorothy Dandridge was 
the first black woman nom¬ 
inated for a Best Actress 
Oscar. Almost a half centu¬ 
ry passed before another 
black woman — Halle 
Berry — won the award. 

They and three others — 
Pam Grier, Whoopi Gold¬ 
berg and Oprah Winfrey — 
are subjects of the new 
book Divas on Screen: Black 
Women in American Film. 

“These women have 
pushed the racial bound¬ 
aries for audiences, setting 
new standards for beauty 
and body type” said author 
Mia Mask. 

She took on the book be¬ 
cause, while black male 
stars are now enjoying huge 
success, little has been writ¬ 
ten about their female 
counterparts — as perform¬ 


ers who can headline a film. 

Dandridge was nominat¬ 
ed for her lead role as the 
hedonistic factory worker 
in the 1954 classic Carmen 
Jones, alongside Harry Bela- 
fonte. Berry won an Oscar 


in 2000 for playing the wife 
of an executed murderer in 
Monster’s Ball. She also had 
portrayed Dandridge as a 
stunning femme fatale in a 
1999 HBO film about Dan- 
dridge’s life. 


When Dandridge be¬ 
came a star, “she was work¬ 
ing in an environment in 
which there were almost 
no women of colour (in 
leading roles),” said Mask. 

By the time the stat¬ 


uesque Grier arrived on 
the Hollywood scene, she 
could break that mould 
with her forceful but hip 
physical presence as an ac¬ 
tion heroine. 

As for Winfrey, Mask 
said she chose her because 
the talk-show host’s televi¬ 
sion presence catapulted 
her film appearances to 
the level of global stardom. 

In spite of vast changes, 
Mask said, sore points per¬ 
sist in casting black 
women for star roles: a 
paucity of quality parts, 
and a new trend of pairing 
black lead actors with fe¬ 
male leads who are not. 

“Studio heads don’t 
think two black characters 
will appeal to general audi¬ 
ences,” said Mask.
